Th e gu n man , id en tified as ban kro b- 
ber Kay Ro bert Han sso n , 22, an d be­ 
liev ed to h av e been d ep o rted fro m th e 
Un ited States, was still h o ld in g o u t 
mo re th an 28 h o u rs after th e d ram a 
began . He was keep in g p o lice at bay 
with a su bmach in e gu n . 
Han sso n h as d eman d ed safe co n d u ct 
with th e h o stages bu t p o lice h av e re­ 
fu sed to let th e h o stages go with h im. 
Clark Olo fsso n , 26, an in mate frien d 
o f Han sso n , was bro u gh t to th e ban k

“ Han sso n was th en o ffered to leav e 
with two o f th e h o stages an d my self, 
bu t again refu sed ,” Olo fsso n said . 
“ My jo b is to n ego tiate with th e ro b­ 
ber an d to p rev en t a m assacre,” h e 
said . 
“ I d o n ’t wan t an y o n e to get h u rt. 
Th e p o lice h av e n o t go t a ch an ce. Th e 
man will n ev er giv e u p . Th e best th in g 
to d o wo u ld h av e been to let h im leav e 
an d th en d eal with h im so mewh ere in 
th e co u n try ,” Olo fsso n said .

Richardson orders 'systematic 
inquiry' into news leaks on Agnew 


WASHINGTON

news leaks about the Mary land corrup ­ 
tion p robe inv olv ing Vice

Sniro T. Agnew. Justice Dep artment 
sources said the leaks may be coming 
from the White House. 
Richardson made p ublic a letter he 
sent Thursday to Agnew, which told 
the v ice p resident Richardson had or­ 
dered one of his assistants, Glen E. 
Pommerening, to make a thorough in­ 


v estigation of the leaks. The attorney 
general also said he had asked the FBI 
to furnish p ersonnel “as needed” for 
the p robe.

He may have kid­ 
naped himself to get money 
from his grandfather or it 
may be a joke or it may be 
for the publicity.” 
Refused to pay 
J. Paul Getty Sr., the ec­ 
centric billionaire believed to 
be the richest man in the 
world, has refused to pay any 
ransom for his grandson and 
namesake, J. Paul Getty III. 
He said it wrould subject his 
14 other grandchildren to the 
danger of kidnaping. 
The 
16-year-old 
Getty, 
a 
ninth grade dropout, belonged 


to Rome’s hippie set. He dab­ 
bled in painting and recently 
b e c a m e involved in un­ 
derground movies and mod­ 
eling. Nude pctures taken of 
him taken by a photographer 
friend aDpeared in the maga­ 
zine “ Playmen” soon after 
his alleged kidnaping. 
Th e red-haired, 
freckle­ 
faced boy was last seen in the 
early morning of July 10 in 
Piazza Navona. Two days la­ 
ter his mother received the 
first of a series of commu­ 
nications by telephone and in 
writing by persons claiming 
to have kidnaped him.

If Austrian Crown Prince 
K l e m e n s Metternich were

would be proud of Henry A. 
Kissinger, one his most faith­ 
ful disciples. 


Kissinger based his doctoral 
thesis at Harvard on Mettern- 
ch. one of history’s 
most 
famous diplomats because of 
his efforts to unite Europe 
peacefully after the Napoleon­ 
ic \V:*rs. He adopted some ot 
the Austrian’s methods at the 
Congress of Vienna in 1S15 to 
negotiate a settlement of the 
Indochina War. 


Moreo\er. 
when 
he 
suc­ 
ceeds William P. Rogers as 
secretary of state next month, 
if confirmed by the Senate, 
Kissinger is sure to remain 
true to Metternich’s goal of 
peace through balance of po­ 
wer. 


President 
Nixon, 
in 
an­ 
nouncing the new assignment 
for Kissinger, turned to the 
man who arranged presiden­ 
tial trips to China and the So­ 
viet Union last year and who 
is credited with designing the 
V i e t n a m cease-fire agree­ 
ment. 


Powerful man 


As Nixon’s top adviser for 
national 
security. 
Kissinger 
has been one of the most po­ 
werful men in the world. The 
former Harvard professor is 
a bachelor and his various 
dates with movie stars, tele­ 
vision 
reporters 
and 
spe­ 
cialties have made almost as 
many headlines as his world 
trips. At 50, he is also a de­ 
voted father to two sons from 
a previous marriage. 
' One former associate has 
described him 
as 
“ selfish. 
Cunning, calculating, power- 
mad and publicity obsessed.’’ 
Others say Kissinger is hard­ 
working, 
loyal and 
intelli­ 
gent. 
H i s 
secret trips 
have 
become famous. A “ stomach 
ailment” in Pakistan covered 
a visit to Peking which set 
the stage for Nixon’s historic 
visit to China. He is said to 
have visited Hanoi in a top- 
secret mission for President 
Lyndon B. Johnson in J966. 


Kissinger is known to be­ 


lieve his style of negotiating 
helped break the deadlock in 
Vietnam talks.

Furth, near Nurernburg, Ger­ 
many. Kissinger was the son

smiles about it. 
The accent is said to be one 
reason he shies away from 
making statements in public.

Presid ent's war 
power is u nclear 


Nex t, to the head -on clash between Congress and 
Presid ent Nix on ov er the Watergate tapes, the qu es­ 
tion of “war powers” is the most cru cial con­ 
stitu tional d ilemma facing the nation at the present 
time.

The Constitu tion is clear abou t who may d eelaie 
war. That is u p to the Congress of the United 
States. Bu t who may “make war” ? The presid ent, 
as command er in chief? Or is that, too, the preroga­ 
tiv e of the legislativ e branch? 
Accord ing to Sen, Barry ' Gold water, R-Anz., tne 
stau nchest ad v ocate on his sid e of the controv ersy , 
the answer 
is the presid ent. Historical pieced ent 
tend s to back him u p. 
By his compilation. U.S. military forces hav e been 
engaged in hostilities abroad — withou t 
a d erlai - 
ation of war - at least 199 times. 
Almost, half of 
these military actions lasted more than a month and 
some 103 of them took place ou tsid e this hemis- 
Dhe re 
Moreov er, recalls Gold water. the Constitu tional 
Conv ention of 17 8 7 rejected a clau se giv ing Congi e>s 
the power “to make war” and su bstitu ted for it only 
the power “to d eclare w ar.” From brief record s oi 
the d ebate, he say s, it is qu ite clear that the fra- 
mers at least had a pu rpose of “leav ing to^ the 
Ex ecu tiv e the power to repel su d d en attacks. 
There is agreement on the latter point from the 
other sid e. " Bu t say s Rep. 
Elizabeth Holtzman 
D-N Y 
“after carefu l stu d y of the Constitu tion, I 
hav e conclu d ed that the Presid ent lacks the power 
to begin or carry on a war withou t 
congi essional 
approv al for ev en one d ay , ex cept in an emergency 
to repel an attack on this cou ntry . Nor 
shou ld he 
hav e that power.” 
Rep. Holtzman, who led an u nsu ccessfu l attempt 
to hav e the Su preme Cou rt halt U.S. bombing 
in 
Cambod ia before the congressionally ord ered cu t-ott 
d ate of Au g. 15 , v oted against the Hou se v ersion of 
a war powers bill. This bill wou ld terminate hosti­ 
lities in 120 d ay s u nless the presid ent receiv ed spe­ 
cific congressional approv al. 
A Senate bill, sponsored 
b y Sen. 
Jacob j a m s , 
D-N.Y.. passed in 1972 and again in 1973, wou ld set 
a d ead line of 30 d ay s. 
Nu merou s critics of both bills argu e that rathei 
than cu rbing presid ential power in this area and 
hopefu lly prev enting repetitions of the Vietnam^ and 
Cambod ian ex periences, simply attempting to 
eoa- 
ify ” the situ ations in which a presid ent cou ld plu nge 
the cou ntry into a war wou ld actu ally encou iagt 
more presid ential military ad v entu ies. 
To one observ er, behind all the rhetoric seems to 
be an attempt to rewrite history by absolv ing Con­ 
gress of any blame for V ietnam. Bu t it is d ifficu lt to 
find any point in the long and sorry history of v iet­ 
nam where either bill wou ld hav e mad e any d iffer- 
ence. The Senate d id . in effect 
sanction this 
cou ntry ’s inv olv ement with the lonkin Gu lf Resolu ­ 
tion in 196 4 by a v ote of 8 8 -2.

The entire qu estion may be acad emic m v iew ot 
Presid ent Nix on’s threatened v eto of whatev er com­ 
promise bill Congress finally passes. Yet in the 
wake of the Watergate-inspired reaction against the 
growth of presid ential 
power, there is an ou tsid e 
chance that a v eto cou ld be ov errid d en. 
This may 
be another case where constitu tional 
v agu eness is the least of all conceiv able e\ils. 
Again, ex cept in the ev ent of an actu al oi impend ­ 
ing attack against the United States (which no one 
argu es abou t) no presid ent shou ld hav e the power to 
make war withou t answering 
to Congress and the 
nation—not in 120 d ay s, not in 30 d ay s, bu t instantly .

Nares can't compete with smu gglers 


WASHINGTON — The gov ernment’s 
w ar against d ru g smu ggling, tru m ­ 
peted as one of the m ajor d omestic 
su ccesses of the Nix on Ad ministration, 
is losing the battle to fleets of small 
priv ate planes and fast boats. 
Classified d ocu ments from the Cu s­ 
toms Bu reau mad e av ailable to u s 
d em onstrate the ex tent of the gov ern­ 
m ent’s failu re. They flatly state that 
the narcotics agents cannot compete 
with the ingenu ity of the smu gglers. 
The d ope ru nners hav e organized the 
most important small boat operation 
since the ev acu ation of Du nkirk and 
the gov ernment’s fragmented narcotics 
forces are u nable to cope with them. 
“ We mu st u nd ertake a program to 
prov id e Cu stoms control of small boat 
traffic entering the United States," one 
of the d ocu ments asserts. “ Smu ggling 
of narcotic d ru gs by small boats is a 
seriou s problem. At present, we hav e 
no means of effecting interd iction of 
d nigs entering the United States by 
this means.” 


Priv a te pla nes 


The high fly ing d ope ped d lers oper­ 
ate with equ al freed om, hau ling their 
cargo of white powd er from Mex ico 
and Canad a with v irtu ally no opposi­ 
tion. 
“ Smu ggling by means of priv ate air­ 
craft has grown in a situ ation where 
control of this commerce, for technical 
reasons, was not possible,” the d ocu ­ 
ments said . 
In short, the situ ation is so ou t of 
hand that Mafia and free-lance traffi­ 
ckers hav e v irtu al carte blanche to 
hau l their wares across the United 
States bord ers. 
Fed eral antinarcotics officials hav e 
mad e elaborate plans to increase their 
efficiency in the air and on the water, 
bu t bu d get consciou s bu reau crats hav e

cu t ou t this capability . For this fiscal 
y ear alone, the Office of Management, 
"and Bu d get has sliced the Cu stoms 
bu d get for these plans from $11.4 mil­ 
lion to $3.3 million. 
Can’t bu y equ ipment 
This penny -wise policy is prev enting 
narcotics agents from acqu iring soph­ 
isticated tools, inclu d ing aircraft with 
special tracking equ ipment, boats fast 
enou gh to catch sm u gglers’ craft and 
sensors to seek ou t the d ope ru nners. 
The d ru g fighters are u sing some 
electronic sensors borrowed from the 
military , 
bu t 
find 
them 
v irtu ally 
worthless. 
“To d ate, sensors av ailable for boat 
su rv eillance hav e been ru d im entary in 
natu re,” one Cu stoms report states. 
“ This situ ation ex ists becau se of the 
lack 
of 
d ev elopmental 
fu nd ing 
and 
technical capability that has ex isted 
for y ears within the Cu stoms Agency 
Serv ice.” 
The heav ily pu blicized seizu res of 
millions of d ollars worth of narcotics 
are largely the work of old -fashioned 
cu stoms and narcotics agents at ports 
or elsewhere, based on lead s from 
painstakingly nu rtu red inform ants. Ar­ 
rests of smu gglers throu gh rand om 
checks of small planes or boats hav e 
been few and infrequ ent. 


Ba dly fra g mented 


Presently , the air-sea fight against 
d ru gs is bad ly fragmented between 
Cu stoms at the Treasu ry Department 
and the new Dru g Enforcement Ad min­ 
istration 
(DEA) at the Ju stice De­ 
partm ent. A memorand u m d escribing 
a meeting last month between Cu s­ 
tom s’ air intru sion coord inators and 
George Brosan. a top Cu stoms enforce­ 
ment official, makes clear that neither 
agency knows what the other is d oing. 
There are abou t 5 0 planes of v ariou s 


kind s av ailable at any one time to the 
two agencies for air and boat su rv eil­ 
lance. Bu t withou t cooperation between 
them throu gh u se o f informers who sig­ 
nal the d epartu re o f a shipment, from 
some lonely harbor or airport, the 
planes are u seless. They cannot "pick­ 
et-line” the entire bord er. 
D EA , which m ay wind u p with the 
whole program ev entu ally , is too bu sy 
reorganizing to take on any new d u ties, 
particu larly ones as complicated as the 
“ Air Intru sion” operation. 
The ov erall mess is best su mmed u p 
by Brosan: 
“ Both the Dru g Enforcement Ad min­ 
istration and the Immigration and Na­ 
tu ralization Serv ice hav e token pro­ 
grams. Neither can compare with the 
present Cu stoms effort, and possibly 
some thou ght ou ght to be giv en to 
combining the three program s.” 
CIA PIG-STICKER: The men who 
work for the Central Intelligence Agen­ 
cy are trad itionally regard ed as close- 
mou thed characters who spend their 
waking hou rs tracking spies and tap­ 
ping telephones. 
Angu s MacLean Thu ermer, the agen- 
c y ’ s 
“ pu blic 
information 
officer,” 
d efies trad ition. He is one of the na­ 
tion’s foremost "pig stickers” and he 
d oesn’t mind talking abou t it. 
He becam e ad d icted to the ex otic 
sport of “ pig sticking” — which, in his 
wwd s, is “ a nicely u nd erplay ed British 
term for hu nting wild boar on horse­ 
back with a spear” — while serv ing 
with the Foreign Serv ice in Ind ia. 
Last y ear, Thu erm er w^ent back to 
Ind ia for another hog hu nt. When he 
retu rned to the states, he broke CIA 
trad ition and pu blished his memoirs of 
the hu nt in an obsu re weekly news­ 
paper 
called 
the 
“ Pied mont 
Virgi­ 
nian.”

San Francisco’s May or Joseph Alioto recenth 
asked pu blic and press to be patient with BART, the 
B av Area’s partiallv completed rapid transit sy stem, 
sav ing that the d elay s that hav e plagu ed it are not 
u nlike thosp that hav e resu lted in the recall of au to­ 
mobiles and d efects in many commercial prod u cts, 
inclu d ing ty pographical errors in newspapers. 
The San Francisco Ex aminer agreed . 
Fau lty workmanship, it pointed ou t, "ad d s billions 
to the cost of d oing bu siness in the United States. It 
is reflected in the prices we pay for good s and serv ­ 
ices. It is reflected the tax es we pay at the city , state 
and fed eral lev el.”

Management u su ally gets the blame 
for d efects, 
and it. “d oes ind eed make its share of highly v isible 
mistakes. Bu t we’re talking abou t ihose d ay -to-d ay 
mistakes that mess u p prod u cts and infu riate con­ 
su mers.” Like ty pos. And stalled rapid transit trains. 
In most cases, howev er, the error is a fairly simple 
one by a careless or casu al worker hid d en far d own 
the chain of command ... inv isible in a sea of faces on 
the prod u ction line.” It cou ld be any ol u s. becau se 
ou r v ast technological progress has not y et prod u ced 
the infallible, the errorless hu man being. 
As the Ex aminer makes clear, the v ast majority 
of employ es d o their work in a conscientiou s and com­ 
petent manner. And in an earlier, sirnplei time, rite 
hu man error factor u su ally d id little haim. Bu t 
in ou r highly complex technological society one of 
those errors can cau se a lot of hav oc. 
It wou ld be splend id if science cou ld perfect, some 
au tomatic corrector for ou r mistakes — at work or in 
ou t social relationships—bu t fallibility seems to be a 
permanent part of the hu man makeu p. Until the 
milleniu m, then, we’ll all ju st hav e to try a little hard er.

Nix on crowd tonic 
d enied by secu rity

NEW ORLEANS — Portray ing not the self-confid ence of a 
Presid ent conv inced of his own rectitu d e, Richard M. Nix on 
lau nched a cou nterattack here on his legion of political 
enemies that ev en in the pro-Nix on bastion of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars fell short of the mark with 
a sometimes painfu l 
thu d . 
“ You noticed ,” a d elegate to the VFW national conv ention 
lectu red u s later, “ that no one here booed the Presid ent. 
That’s why he comes to places like this, becau se he knows he 
will get a polite reception.” 
“ Polite” was the right word : a thorou ghly d ecent, u nenthu - 
siastic response to an u ninspired speech that some of the 
Presid ent’s own ad v isers felt d id nothing to ease his agony 
with enemies or consolid ate the loy alty of friend s. 
Yet, as an attem pt to rally the waning Nix on constitu ency 
the speech here was an important one that placed Mr. Nix on 
squ arely on the political offensiv e for the first tim e in months. 
Appla use is po litica l to nic 
The Presid ent’s first strictly post-Watergate political foray 
to restore the activ ist presid ency that gav e him a near record 
land slid e election nearly ten months ago was tarnished by an 
u nfortu nate incid ent ev en before it wras lau nched . Thu s, Mr. 
Nix on, for whom applau se of hu ge crowd s is singu larly impor­ 
tant a s a political tonic, was d enied those crowd s here by a 
secu rity scare. The Secret Serv ice not only cancelled what 
looked like a promising motorcad e throu gh crowd ed sections of 
the city bu t also d isband ed a m ass of v oters at the Riv ergate 
Au d itoriu m where he spoke. 
Lacking that ex hilarating crowd tonic, Mr. Nix on arriv ed on 
the stage at the Riv ergate v isibly nerv ou s, u nprofessional and 
try ing too hard . He was escorted to his seat; on the stage and 
took it qu ietly , w-ith a shy wav e to the packed throng of v eter­ 
ans. Bu t su d d enly , as thou gh realizing an omission, he ru shed 
to the pod iu m, raising his arm s three tim es in the familiar V 
for v ictory gestu re. The mov e was that oi a cam paigner seek- I.

To get on solid pre-W atergate grou nd s, charging that Demo­ 
cratic ad m inistrations had plu nged the cou ntry into blood y war 
and he had gotten it ou t, Mr. Nix on attem pted to recreate the 
political atmosphere of 1968 and 1969. The v eterans here fou nd 
the transition d ifficu lt to follow. As a resu lt, Mr. Nix on was 
forced again and again to milk his crowd for applau se. 
He claimed that “thou sand s” of Americans were being knied 
ev ery month in the w ar when he becam e Presid ent bu t that, 
becau se of his bold ness in u sing American bombers and mine 
lay ers, he compelled the enemy to negotiate a fair settlement 
and now the wrar was ov er. It sou nd ed like the 1972 campaign, 
and the applau se seemed only an echo from last fall. 
So Mr. Nix on milked hard er. If he had to face a fresh d eci­ 
sion now, he said , he wou ld bomb the Cambod ian bord er re­ 
gions all ov er again ju st as he d id in 1969. Again, the applau se 
rolled ov er him, partly becau se his sy m pathetic au d ience knew 
he was asking for it. Bu t there was no ov ation. 
Bombing is speech theme 
Moreov er, this attem pt to create a political atmosphere in 
which Richard Nix on in fact acted strongly and wisely more 
than fou r y ears ago was spectacu larly ou t of contex t with his 
present pred icament. The Cambod ian bombing has not become 
a tru ly m ajor political issu e, d espite efforts of the antiwar bloc 
in Congress to make it one. Yet, it was the central theme of 
Mr. Nix on’s speech. 
The reason seems obv iou s. The Watergate-shru nk base of the 
new Nix on m ajority mu st be d ram atically ex pand ed if the 
Presid ent ev er again is to wield real au thority . To d o that, he 
mu st start with natu ral allies like the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars and other special-interest grou ps with limited nu mbers. 
Ju d ging from his effort here, the mission the Presid ent 
lau nched to ex pand his base may prov e impossible. As one 
VFW d elegate su mm ed it u p, his speech “fits ev ery thing we 
stand for in the VFW, bu t 1 am still waiting to get the whole 
tru th on W atergate.” 
Therein may lie the hid d en trap of the Presid ent’s d ev el 
oping cou nterattack.

Then, there 
would be no competitors harmed when 
and if the proposed law is entered in 
the statute books. 
At this week’s council meeting, City 
Atty. Samuel Siegel explained there 
are several steps to be taken before 
the contract can be arranged. Top con­ 
sideration is listing the terms of the 
contract—how often trash should be 
picked up. how the service will be paid 
for, business and commercial require­ 
ments, and so forth. 
Then, the council must determine 
how scavenger companies can compete 
for the franchise, whether by invita­ 
tion, through general advertisement, or 
some other means. 
A subcommittee composed of Mayor 
Richard Laughter and councilman Wil­ 
liam Cotter is consulting with Siegel on 
the question.

One more plan to be reviewed 
Decision delayed on Walnut impact expenditures 


WALNUT — Councilmen here have 
delayed action on a proposal from en­ 
gineering consultant Noel Christensen 
to create a reference environmental 
impact report for all city areas. 
The proposed report, which the Lam- 
pman and Associates official said he 
would do free of charge, would reduce 
the cost of preparing environmental re­ 
ports 
and 
simplify 
the 
information 
gathering process, Christensen said. 
“ Once the report is done and adopted 
by the council it will stand as the 
backbone for all future reports,” Chris­ 
tensen said. It would include general 
reference 
information 
currently 
re­ 


quired in impact reports and would be 
expanded according to the characteris­ 
tics of the development under study, 
Councilmen postponed acceptance of 
the report until a similar l.os Angeles 
County process can be reviewed. Coun­ 
cilman William Cotten said he wants 
“ to try the county process on lor size, 
to see how it works.” 
County Planning Consultant George 
Shindo and City Manager Andy Lazza- 
retto said, however, that the county en­ 
vironmental impact report service had 
been reviewed and was too expensive. 
“ What Lampman does for nothing 
the county will charge you for. An esti­ 


mation of the E IR costs from the coun­ 
ty aren’t available because so many 
agencies are involved. The city would 
have to pick up the tab for any county 
department that participates in FIR 
preparation,” Shindo said. 
City officials met recently with Ray 
Ri-tic of the county engineering de­ 
partment to explore the possibility of 
utilizing his EIR service, Lazzaretto 
said. “ If you implement 
the county 
service you have to use all of the coun­ 
tv guidelines for adopting and working 
on impact reports,” he said. 
The law requires the city to prepare 
impact reports and then charge devel­ 


opers for their costs. 
Christensen’s proposal followed coun­ 
cil criticism of high-cost impact re­ 
ports currently required of most Wal­ 
nut construction projects. Walnut pays 
Lampman a $600 a month retainer fee 
plus fees for individual projects it com­ 
pletes. Environmental impact reports 
for three recent city projects cost Wal­ 
nut $3.600 above the $600 retainer. 
“ We’re not in the business of selling 
impact reports to developers for the 
city.” Christensen said. “ The problem 
is that in protecting the city and our­ 
selves in preparing the repons we 
have to follow all the state guidelines."

Reagan Thursday signed a bill pro­ 
viding $721 million in onetime tax cuts 
and denounced “would-be big spenders” 
in 
the legislature who delayed the 
m easure’s enactment. 


“The people have com e out the vic­ 
tors in this long struggle,’’ Reagan pro­ 
claimed during a bill-signing ceremony 
in his office. 


Beginning Oct. 1, the new law will 
lower the state’s six cents sales tax (6 
i.. cents in San Francisco Bay Area 
Rapid Transit District counties) by one 
penny for a six month period. 
The tax unnecessarily went up from 
five cents July 1 while the state had an 
$826 million budget surplus—because of 
a deadlock between Reagan and Demo­ 
cratic lawmakers. 
The bill also provides a reduction of 
20 to 35 per cent for income taxpayers 
on this year’s tax bill. 
The total amount of the tax benefits 
average out to about $34 for every 
man, woman and child in the state. 
Reagan aides said a typical fam ily of 
four earning $15,000 a year would re­ 
ceive a $60 income tax cut. The sam e 
family earning $25,000 would save $137.

“ She (the collection agent) also went 
down to see the husband who works at 
a Pure Oil station and he said he 
didn’t have the money," Sisinger said. 
The electricity then was ordered cut. 
The babysitter, Debra Froidezeaus. 
13, jumped from a second story bed­ 
room window, near where the chil­ 
drens’ bodies were found. Officiate said 
the teen-ager apparently thought the 
children would also jump.

“ He has dynamite sticks adapted for 
a blast and lots of ammunition which 
he will use as a last resort,” Olofsson 
said.

The best thing 
to do would have been to let him leave 
and then deal with him somewhere in 
the country,” Olofsson said.

He announced 
Thursday that Nixon had called off a 
trip to Latin American, partly because

ROME (U PI) —The attor­ 
ney for the family of oil bil- 
1 i o n a i r e J. Paul Getty’s 
grandson, missing since he 
was reported kidnaped six 
weeks ago, conceded for the 
first time Thursday the whole 
thing may be a hoax. 
Lawyer Giovanni Iacovoni 
said the boy’s mother, Mrs. 
Gail Getty’, still believes her 
son has been abducted. 
But Iacovoni said in a tele­ 
phone interview, “ we also are 
considering many other hypo­ 
theses. He may have kid­ 
naped himself to get money 
from his grandfather or it 
may be a joke or it may be 
for the publicity.’’ 


Refused to pay 
J. Paul Getty Sr., the ec­ 
centric billionaire believed to 
be the richest man in the 
world, has refused to pay any 
ransom for his grandson and 
namesake, J. Paul Getty III. 
He said it would subject his 
14 other prandchildren to the 
danger of kidnaping. 
The 
16-year-old 
Getty, 
a 
ninth grade dropout, belonged 


to Rome’s hippie set. He dab­ 
bled in painting and recently 
b e c a m e involved in un­ 
derground movies and mod­ 
eling. Nude pctures taken of 
him taken by a photographer 
friend appeared in the maga­ 
zine “ Playmen” soon after 
his alleged kidnaping. 
T h e red-haired, 
freckle­ 
faced boy was last seen in the 
early morning of July 10 in 
Piazza Navona. Two days la­ 
ter his mother received the 
first of a series of commu­ 
nications by telephone and io 
w’riting by persons claiming 
to have kidnaped him. She 
also received a letter from 
her son begging her to meet 
the kidnapers’ demands. 
Silent ‘kidnaper’ 
But the self-described kid­ 
napers have been silent since 
Mrs.

she could not pay $17 million 
ransom.

smaller offer she made and 
did not respond to the law­ 
yer’s announcement a week 
ago that he had “ new urgent 
communications” for them.

—The doctor of a severely ill 
teen-age girl who ran off with 
her boyfriend to get married, 
says the girl will get progre­ 
ssively weaker because of a 
blood disease and probably 
will seek medical help.

boyfriend

Dodd. 16, of Kokomo on Mon­ 
day, is even bruised, a fatal I 
hemorrhage could result. 
Her father Raymond N. 
McDonald, said Wednesday 
she “ was tired of all the talk 
about her illness,” and appar­ 
ently resolved to have a fling 
at life despite the danger. The 
girl suffers from idiopathic 
hypoplastic anemia, a disease 
of the blood. 
McDonald said his daughter 
and her boyfriend left in a 
car he had given her to con­ 
sole her when she had to can­ 
cel plans to go to Europe with 
her high school French club. 
“ We even canceled our own 
\acation plans when the doc­ 
tors said she shouldn’t travel. 
Now' she’s traveling on her 
own,” McDonald said. 
Dr. James E. Schroeder of 
Indianapolis, a hematologist 
who was treating the girl, 
said her disease was a bone 
marrow failure. He said the 
counts of vital elements in 
her blood were down sig­ 
nificantly below normal, but 
not tailing rapidly. However, 
he said eventually she will 
need a transfusion to remain 
alive. 
“ Th e likelihood is that 
she’ll get progressively wea­ 
ker, and I would guess that 
would result in her seeking 
medical attention,” Schroeder 
said. 
He said she probably will 
be able to seek medical help, 
provided she doesn’t suffer an 
accidental hemorrhage. 
McDonald said before the 
pair fled they had sought per- 
missilon from Dodd's parents 
to get married, but the parents 
“ got quite upset’’ and refused 
to okay a wedding. 
Cheryl was 
scholastically 
outstanding at Taylor High 
School and would be a senior 
next year, her father said.

D-San Francisco, and two 
by Assemblyman John Vas- 
concellos, D-San Jose, cleared 
the Health and Welfare Com­ 
mittee Wednesday and were 
sent to the Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
Burton 
said 
the 
admin­ 
istration’s proposal to close 
the facilities during the next 
10 years had a “ terrifying ef- 
f e c t on ma n y citizens 
throughout the state.” 
T h e 
administration 
has 
since dropped its plan but op- 
p o s e d 
Burton’s 
measure 
(AB855), which was approved 
7-0, and Vasconcellos’ bills 
(AB447-448), which were en­ 
dorsed by the committee on 
$-0 votes. 
Andrew' G. Robertson, depu­ 
ty director of the Departmen' 
of Health, said the U state 
hospitals would remain open 
at least through 1974-75. 
He said the bills were “ un­ 
necessary” since his depart­ 
ment was preparing a report 
on plans to gradually phase 
out the hospitals as local care 
becomes available. He said 
the report would be com­ 
pleted about Sept. 15. 
Burton’s legislation requires 
an administration .report on 
proposed closures to be made 
with the budget by April of 
each year in addition to legis­ 
lative approval, 
Vasconcellos’ 
proposals 
would set up a different review 
procedure for proposed clo­ 
sures but elso requires legis­ 
lative approval to shut down 
facilities.

Schabarum likes train commuter if cost is right

POMONA — Supervisor Peter F. 
Schabarum has given conditional ap­ 
proval to a proposal that would tie the 
San Bernardino area to Los Angeles 
via daily commuter trains that would 
stop at Pomona. 
The First District supervisor said his 
full approval depended on how much it 
would cost and who would pay for it. 
Schabarum 
sidestepped 
a 
direct 
question on the commuter train prop­ 
osal at a breakfast of the Pomona 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
Thursday 
saying that the proposal needed further 
study. 
But he amplified his reply after the 
meeting when he explained that he 
could see good possibility in the prop­ 
osal, first offered last month b\ San 
Bernardino County Supervisor Ruben 
Ayala, if the financial ends could be 
worked out. 
Under that proposal a commuter 
train using existing tracks would be es 
tablished between Colton and down 


town Los Angeles, with stops at Po­ 
mona and Monterey Park. Minibuses 
would take commuters from the rail­ 
way stations to other locations in the. 
downtown area. 
The commuter train proposal was 
one of four possible solutions Schaba­ 
rum offered to solve the mounting traf­ 
fic problem of the métropolitain Los 
Angeles area. He said he was making 
his own suggestions because he was 
“disappointed” in the $6»/2 billion plan 
now advocated by the Southern Califor­ 
nia Rapid Transit District. 
“The cost is almost double the prop­ 
osed cost in 1968,” he declared. “ But 
the way the rapid transit wants to 
move the people is very much the 
sam e.” 
He said the RTD is hoping to get 
two-thirds of the money from the fed­ 
eral government, and the rest from a 
new tax levy on sales within the dis­ 
trict. 
“This will give the RTD a blank 
check to do whatever it pleases,” he 
told his audience. “ And there is no as-

Pet snake goes on hunger 
strike and owners worry 


Four months ago my brother and I bought a boa constrictor 
(South American, not Central). It is about 32 inches long and 
is very tame. But it has not eaten since we bought it four 
months ago. 
The dealer does not know what to do and neither do we. I 
know that a three-foot boa can go up to six months without 
food. We have tried several methods including using warm 
dead mice as well as live. 
We don't want to have to let the sr.ake go if it gets worse 
because it is so tame. Should we just wait until the snake eats 
or should we do something else? The cage that it is living in is 
a 20-gallon aquarium with sterilized sand in it. It has a 
branch, a water container and is kept about 80 degrees Fah­ 
renheit. 
Perhaps you can get in touch with a snake specialist to help 
me solve my problem. — D.D., La Verne. 


We found a snake specialist in your own home town, Dr. 
Robert Neher, professor of biology at La Verne College. 
He says your boa may be sick or it may be temperamental. 
If it is the latter, the reason might be that it needs to shed 
If the snake is sick, it should have antibiotics prescribed by 
a veterinarian and finding one who specializes in snakes is 
difficult. You say that one you talked with didn't even want to 
touch your pet. 
Neher thinks wild animals are better left in their natural 
habitat. Often those purchased as pets wind up with the Hu­ 
mane Society. 
Conditions for caring for tropical animais are pretty rigid, 
he says, and if a person already has such a pet hf> should give 
it good treatm ent. He comments that it sounds as if you ar* 
doing a good job. He is willing to work with you to try to help 
your boa,

In March my husband received a phone call from an insur­ 
ance company asking permission to send a representative to 
our home to explain a great policy. 
We made an appointment with them. They sold us the 
GREAT policy for $20.25 per month. We were told we were 
covered as of that time, $15,000 on my husband, $14,576 on me,

In June 1 began to phone about the policy. First they told 
me our agent was no longer with them because of personal 
problems and the policy was going to be mailed that week. 
Then they couldn’t find anything but would call San hranciseo, 
the home office. 
They then told me to phone Kaiser Health Foundation and 
get them to send our “pass medical.” (My husband had an 
accident a couple of years ago and was in Kaiser Hospital for 
three days). At Kaiser, they said they had sent the report a 
week or more back. 
When I phoned the firm again, 1 was told that if I didn t like 
it to cancel out. I phoned San Francisco, told someone how 
rude the man here was and was assured that action would be 
taken. 
We received a letter on June 22 stating our policy would he 
issued in about 10 days. Then a man phoned and said we 
would get another kind of policy. He said he didn't have to tell 
us why but he would bring it out the next day. We’ve never 
heard from them again. 
We don’t want a refund 
or another policy. We want 
our 
original policy plan. — Mrs. R. S., Pomona.

CHINO — Richard Irving McCoy, 40- 
year-old Pomona man who pleaded 
guilty to killing his ex-wife during a

7, is

Center of the California Institution for 
Men here after being sentenced to pri­ 
son for the slaying. 
It will require about two weeks of 
processing through the maximum se­ 
curity unit here before McCoy is trans­ 
ferred to another state prison for con­ 
finement. He faces a term of from 1 to 
15 years. 
McCoy shot Mrs. M arva McCoy to 
death in her home at 955 N. Gordon 
St., Pomona, while she was throwing- 
ing his possessions out, investigators 
said. The couple’s two young children 
witnessed the shooting. They since have 
been placed in a foster home but re­ 
ports were that a sister of the victim, 
who lives in Alaska, has been attem pt­ 
ing to gain custody of them. 
McCoy, originally charged with m ur­ 
dering his ex-wife, pleaded guilty to 
voluntary manslaughter. He was sen­ 
tenced to prison Aug. 1 by Pomona Su­ 
perior Court Judge Glenn M. Pfau.

Concerned abouf school safety, not stopping plan 
Montoya defends airport bill against critics 


WALNUT — Assemblyman Joseph 
Montoya says opposition is “ highly 


exaggerated” to his bill requiring air 


port developers to pay for relocating 


schools from near tuiure airport run­ 
ways. 


As the bill currently reads, it would 
require airport developers to pay all 
relocation costs for any school faci­ 
lities within one-fourth mile of n:\v air­ 
port runways. 
Mrs. Christine Gilbert, chairwoman 
of Citizens Against the 
\irport. and 
Phil Anderson, Rowland school board 
president, want “ runway” changed to 


“ airport boundary’ and the one-fourth 
mile distance converted to two miles. 
“ We are not concerned with stopping 
the airport, there are both advantages 
and disadvantages to it. What we're 
concerned about is the safety of chil­ 
dren in the construction of the airport 
near a school.’’ the 50th District as­ 
semblymen said in a telephone inter­ 
view. 
“ We drafted a bill that we thought 
would take care of the situation and 
the 
safety of 
the children 
because 
we’re not opposed to the building ol 
the airport.” 
Roth Mrs. Gilbert and Anderson said 


last week that the airport bill is too 
weak as it currently reads. Dr. Charles 
Ambcllen, director ol school planning 
on the state Board of Education, is re­ 
portedly also pushing lor changes r 
the bill. 
“ We haven’t 
heard any opposition 
from any groups or homeowners. We ve 
only heard from Mrs. Gilbert. She is 
interested in stopping the airport com­ 
pletely and we don’t have the power to 
do that. To say that we are unwilling 
to do something about it, about the 
school, is contradicted by the efforts 
we’ve made,” Montoya said. 
Mrs. Gilbert said Thursday that she 


represents a group that includes several 
hundred Walnut Valley residents. At its 
last meeting in May 200 persons attend­ 
ed. she said. 
“ The group asked me to pursue this 
bill in their best interest. These people 
have written letters and voiced their 
concern. Now' they’re just waiting tor a 
public hearing because we can’t do 
anything else right now.” Mrs. Gilbert 


said.

WALNUT — Rubbish is on the City 
Council’s collective mind these days- 
rubbish that councilmen would like to 
see picked up under an exclusive city 
franchise.

the council grants the contract in the 
near future, it could cost the city far 
too much. 
Presently the state Legislature is re­ 
viewing a bill which would make sure 
c ompetitors forced out of an area by a 
new franchise get reimbursed for their 
resulting loss of business. Since the bill 
has not yet been passed. Walnut can 
beat the costly provision by granting 
the refuse franchise soon. Then, there 
would be no competitors harmed when 
and if the proposed law is entered in 
the statute books. 
At this week’s council meeting. City 
Atty. Samuel Siegel explained there 
are several steps to be taken before 
the contract can be arranged. Top con­ 
sideration is listing the terms of the 
contract—how often trash should be 
picked up, how the service will be paid 
for, business and commercial require­ 
ments, and so forth. 
Then, the council must determine 
how scavenger companies can compete 
for the franchise, whether by invita­ 
tion, through general advertisement, or 
some other means. 
A subcommittee composed of Mayor 
Richard Laughter and councilman Wil­ 
li; m Cotter is consulting with Siegel on 
the question.

By far the best time of year

Good 
weather, a prom ising season 
ahead, and a more relaxed 
job schedule, then, combine 
to m ake autum n 
ideal

both new lawn seedings or for 
bolstering thin turfs. 
All of 
these grasses thrive on the 
bright, 
crisp 
w eather 
that 
usually prevails during 
au­ 
tumn. The soil should be dry 
enough 
to 
cultivate 
nicely, 
making a good seedbed. 
Cultivating the soil before 
seeding helps the new lawn to 
a good start. Mix fertilizer 
amply into the soilbed, at the 
rate recommended on the bag 
(typically 10 to 20 pounds-1,-

Cultiva­ 
tion should extend at least 
two or three inches deep.with 
fertilizer mixed in during the 
operation (use rates recom ­ 
mended on the bag. usually 
about 10 pounds to each thou­ 
sand square feet). 


L e\el the surface, and if 
there is doubt about loose soil 
pockets w ater the lawn

settle the ground. Rake level, 
crum bling the surface again 


for good acceptance of seed. 
Soil left slightly lumpy rather 
t h a n 
pulverized 
provides 
cracks into which seed can 
settle; and it better resists 
slaking, 
encouraging 
insoak 
rather than runoff. 


Sow seed of good quality. A 


few cents saved on seed is no 
bargain if it m eans headaches 
later; even a minor percen­ 
tage of weeds or other un­ 
w anted components can cause 
problems. Very few seed mix­ 
tures today are weedy, but 
some contain sm all am ounts 
of agricultural seed, and inex­ 
pensive blends may be delibe- 
r a t e 1 y 
compounded 
with 
short-lived or coarser grasses. 
The label indicates if a mix­ 
ture is composed 100 per cent 
of superior grasses such as 
bluegrass, fine fescue, ben- 
t g r a s s and perennial rye 
grass. 
Of course there are always 
some dorm ant weed seeds in 
the soil, which become acti- 
' ated by cultivation. Autumn 
lawn seeding has the advan­ 
tage 
of 
soon 
dooming 
the 
m ost prevalent weeds, those 
needing w arm w eather. Any 
cool-weather weeds 
can 
be 
cleaned up later with a weed 
killer if they are not squeezed 
out by the grass. 
Soil bed preparation should 
be just as careful for sodding 


as for seeding. Sod laid to 
hard, 
uncultivated 
soil 
has 
little chance of striking root 
and 
lasting 
any 
length 
of 
t i m e . 
And 
just 
as 
you 
wouldn’t, plant weedy seed, 
specify cultivated rath er than 
old 
field 
sod, 
available 
in 
blends of Merion and m any 
other of the attractive new 
varieties. 


Sod would not hold together 


well if it were not for Ken­ 
tucky 
bluegrass. 
Bluegrass 
s p r e a d s 
by 
underground 
stem s called rhizomes which 
weave into a network of liv­ 
ing strands. Many pounds of 
pull are required to te a r a 
square of sod in half. 
Tests at the University of 
Michigan have shown that as 
little as 10 per cent of a good 
sod-forming variety such as 
Merion 
Kentucky 
bluegrass, 
will serve to hold sod together 
(the rem ainder may be fes­ 
cue, perennial ryegrass or so- 
m e t h i n g else). O rdinarily, 
however, at least 70 per cent 
of

seeding 
m ixture 
is 
bluegrass.

MOSCOW (UPI)—The United States, 
its spirits brightened by a five gold 
medal *weep in swimming, can gain a 
measure of satisfaction in its futile 
chase of the Soviet Union at the World 
University Games today when the two 
powerful nations meet head-to-head in 
the honor-bound finals of the basketball 
competition. 
The U.S., whose battle-fatigued ca- 
gers had to struggle to a narrow 66-60 
victory over Brazil after Wednesday’s 
ciiair-throwing brawl with Cuba, can 
atone for the Americans’ overall disap­ 
pointing showing in the Games with 
one quick KO of the Russians. The So­ 
viets earned the right to the final by 
beating Canada, 89-74. 
Regardless of the 
basketball 
out­ 
come—or even of the David Johnson- 
led five gold medals the Americans 
took in swimming Thursday—the host 
Russians' insurmountable gold medal 
total ha* now reached 56 while the U.S. 
is a distant but solid second with 13. 
Obviously shasen from the bloody 
knockdown melee with the Cubans only 
24 hours earlier, the American cagers 
experienced frequent ragged streaks 
against the Brazilians before finally 
putting the game away with some 
“freeze” tactics in the last few min­ 
utes. 
“We're gonna have to do a lot better 
if we’re gonna win this thing,” said 
Quinn Buckner, an Indiana guard who 
cored his lowest point total (10) of the 
U.S. all-winning seven games here. 
“ But I know a lot of guys didn’t get 
too much sleep last night,' 
Buckner 
said. 
For a while, k looked as though the 
Americans were going to blow the Bra­ 
zilians off the floor when they rolled up 
an early 19-3 lead. Brazil kept coming 
back, however, and surprisingly mat 
ched the taller Americans in rebounds 
in the second half.
